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Think About It 
Solar Heat 
NEW YORK (UPI) — Makers of solar heating 
equipment wish people would stop talking about the 
future of the industry and start doing something about 
the present. 
“The biggest problem is trying to convince people 
solar is here today,” says Ronald B. Peterson, director 
of Grumman Energy Systems. “If people keep looking 
at solar for 20 years from now, it will become a self- 
fulfilling prophecy.” 
Trying to transform the future into the present, 
Grumman has launched a stepped-up marketing effort 
for its home solar heating units, a campaign it timed to 
coincide with the oil price meeting by the Organization 
of Petroleum Exporting Countires. 
Solar proponents see each oil price hike as another 
cost justification argument to use in their marketing of 
sun-powered equipment to be added to conventional 
powered home heating and hot water systems in existing 
homes or included in the construction plans for new 
homes. 
Grumman Energy Systems, a subsidiary of the 
aircraft maker, entered the energy field as its work in 
the space program wound down. It is taking a phased 
approach to developing a solar market. It is pushing 
solar water heating units first because they are less 
costly, have a quicker payback and are easier to install 
in existihg homes than full heating systems. 
“For not too great an investment, people can see solar 
work and perhaps expand into heating as well,” says 
Peterson of the water units. 
Recouping solar system costs through fuel savings 
takes several years, depending on the type of power 
used previously, availability of sunlight and amount of 
water heated. Grumman says a solar hot water system 
will produce a 50 per cent reduction in water heating 
costs and total heating bills can be cut by 40 to 60 per 
cent with solar power. 
Another solar firm, Sunenergy Power Ltd., of 
Babylon, N.Y., says the average one family house built 
today costing $40,000 will have an annual heating and 
air-conditioning bill of about $1,000. With a full solar 
energy system, it says, the same house will cost about 
$45,000 but will use $500 worth of energy. 
The $500 savings in utility bills then is available to 
cover mortgage payments on the additional $5,000 solar 
house cost but there is an additional possible savings in 
that the extra interest costs on the larger mortgage are 
tax deductible. Higher heating bills for a conventional 
home aren’t. 
“Add this to future savings that result when oil prices 
increase and interest costs remain constant and you can 
understand why this industry is ready to move now,” 
says Sunenergy President Walter J. Cosel. 
Grumman’s Peterson, however, says solar still does 
not receive the same degree of government support of 
other energy forms. He is hopeful a tax rebate plan on 
solar installations, which stalled this year, will be 
approved by the new Congress. 
Solar power never will overcome drawbacks such as 
cloudy days which require conventional powered heating 
systems for backups. But solar advocates say the 
technology, favorable cost comparisons and general 
concerns over limited fossil fuels all are in place for 
solar. 
“The industry quietly has been building,” says 
Peterson. "The public really is not aware of it yet but 
1977 will be the year of solar.”

Much Is 
know about the general picture, 
but some vacant pieces still 
remain. The total picture is 
becoming more complete and 
recognizable 
Many intensive boart studios 
have been made in an effort to 
track down the killer of young 
hearts. Hundreds of thoujumd* 
ai men and women are involved 
in these studies from which a 
great deal af information baa 
accrued 
The major reaaons for heart 
iju rfci are: 
1 - High levels af fatty sub­ 
stance* and cholesterol in the 
blood. 
2 - High blood pressure 
3 - Uncontrolled diabetes. 
4 - Tobacco. 
$ - Overweight 
6 • Lack of regulated exercise. 
7 • Emotional stress, 
t • Arteriosclerosis 


In addition to these, there are 
also congenital and hereditary 
conditions which can 
be 
responsible for heart attacks. 
Prevention is the key to the 
preservation of youthful lives. 
Hearts that are too young to die 
can be saved by programs that 
detect “potential candidates” 
tor heart attacks long before an 
attack occurs. 
There ars many highly 
specialized blood studies, stress 
testa of the heart and complex 
X-ray studies which give 
doctors clues about even those 
patients who have no apparent 
heart symptoms. 
When these are detected and 
when preventive measures are 
instituted, hearts can ba given 
better insurance against the 
possibility of an attack.

LETTER TO EDITOR 
To The Editor: 
The trend lines never seem to go down when 
they report deaths and injuries sustained by 
firefighters. Once again the figures prove that 
firefighting is the most hazardous type of 
occupational employm ent in the world today. 
If you want to get statistical, our people 
suffered 90 accidental deaths per 100,000 
workers. In this m iserable race w e’re far out 
in front, police deaths were at '■/ of our level, 
that is, 45 per 100,000 workers 
Mining and quarrying, rated as hazardous 
industries, were at 63 per 100,000 two-thirds 
of our accidental rate 
This is g rim , any way you want to look at it! 
The last report lists over 51,000 accidents, 
over 38,000 w ere sustained at the scene of the 
fire while the rem aining 13,000 occurred on 
training operation responding to fire and false 
alarm s, or around the station and equipm ent 
This allows the firefighter only slightly 
better than 50-50 chance of m aking it through 
the year without being injured 
Here it can be clearly seen that contrary to 
a large portion of the public opinion, the life 
hazard attached to firefighting is much 


g reater than that of a policeman, m iners, and 
industrial employes 
It seem s that the budget experts never stop 
to think about the costs the firefighters must 
pay and these are w ritten in death and in­ 
juries, not dollars. 


These are the cost of the lives sacrificed, of 
injuries and disabilities, of the affects of 
strain and anxiety of the hum an condition 


Yes, these are the costs we live with When 
the issue comes to a choice between hum an 
lives and m ere dollars, we know where we 
stand We m ust-because sad to say, hardly 
anybody else seem s to care In other words, 
we have real hopes of entering a period of 
better tim es and better clim ate for govern­ 
ment workers. We’re not asking for m iracles- 
just a fair shake.

Planting Hikes

WASHINGTON (UPI) — On the heels of a 
1976 grain crop that appears at or near an 
allti me record Soviet farm ers intend to 
increase plantings of 1977 w inter grains by 
12 per cent, an A griculture D epartm ent 
specialist reported today. 
E xperts pointed out, however, the hike in 
plantings, if announced plans are carried 
out, does not necessarily m ean the Soviet 
Union will harvest another bum per crop 
next year. In fact, one senior official said, 
the odds are against it. 
Records going back over m any years show 
that Soviet grain harvests fluctuate m ore 
than those in the United States because the 
clim ate in m any m ajor Soviet farm ing areas 
can 
vary 
sharply 
from 
year 
to 
year. 
On the average, Assistant 
Agriculture 
Secretary R ichard Bell says, Soviet farm ers 
produce only one outstanding crop every 
five years along with one good crop and 
three in the fair to poor range. 
In 1975 Soviet grain production plunged to 
a disastrous 140 million m etric tons. This 
year, analyst Fletcher Pope noted in an 
article published today, Russian farm ers 
have harvested a bum per crop which is 
“approaching’’ the all-tim e record of 222.5 
million tons set in 1973. 
Pope said announced Soviet plans called 
for seeding 101.3 million acres in fall-sown 
1977crop winter grains for harvest next 
year. This would be an increase of 12.5 
million acres, or about 12 per cent, from the 
1976 w inter grain plantings. 


The increase, Pope said, was based on 
“ favorable conditions resulting from good 
soil m oisture reserv es.” 
The analyst said Soviet w inter grains 
reportedly have gotten off to a good start. 
But like Bell, Pope was not rushing to 
convert the planting intention reports into 
predictions o f'a big 1977 harvest. 
The 
fact 
that 
Soviet 
farm ers 
are 
increasing acreage, Pope pointed out, m eans 
“it is quite probable that a significant 
amount of the expansion was in high-risk 
areas ... in which severe cold is likely to 
result in significant w interkill.” 
Pope’s report also noted that while the 
1976 crop was big enough to perm it Soviet 
officials to reduce im ports sharply, it m ay 
not be as big in term s of effective food and 
feed tonnage as the raw num bers indicate. 
Soviet 
production 
figures, 
the 
expert 
noted, are based on “ bunker w eight” — the 
weight of grain harvested in the field. This 
does not take account of excess m oisture 
and trash which is part of the official Soviet 
yield figure but cannot be used to feed 
people or anim als. 
Norm ally, Pope said, waste factors like 
excess m oisture and trash account for IO 
per cent of Soviet grain production figures. 
But this year, he said, analysts believe that 
waste in the grain crop will be 14 per cent. 
This m eans that w aste in the 1976 harvest 
m ay be 4 per cent — or alm ost IO million 
tons 
— 
m ore 
than 
norm al. 
A 
sim ilar 
situation was reported in the record 1973 
grain harvest when Am erican authorities 
estim ated w aste at 5 per cent above norm al. 
Financing Highways

INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) - A United P ress 
International poll shows that m em bers of 
the 1977 Indiana Legislature are undecided 
and divided on the question of how to 
finance highways now that the federal share 
is shrinking and economy cars are reducing 
the collection of state m otor fuel taxes. 
Of the 106 law m akers who replied to the 
poll, 56 said they are for increased funding 
for highways, 
18 were against such an 
increase and 32 indicated their indecision, 
either by w ritten com m ent or nonanswer. 
The poll included two of several m ethods 
that 
have 
been 
discussed 
as 
ways 
of 
increasing state funds for highways — a 
switch from the present gallonage tax to 
value tax or an increase in the 8-cent-a- 
gallon tax. Other ideas also have been 
offered 
but 
these 
two 
are 
m entioned 
frequently. 
The switch to a tax based on the price of 
gasoline or other motor fuel rath er than on 
the gallon was favored by 42 law m akers, 
with 22 opposing it and 
42 registering 
indecision. 
The increase in the present gallonage tax 
had support from 33 law m akers, with 16 
opposed and 57 undecided. 
Some political differences a p p e a r e d 
among 
those 
who 
indicated 
a 
definite 
position 
on 
these 
two 
m ethods. 
Hie 
Republicans favored the value tax 2011 and 
the 
D em ocrats 
opposed 
it 
16-U. 
The 
Republicans and D em ocrats both showed 
some preference for the 
gallonage 
tax 
increase with the decideds among the GOP 
voting 19-5 and among the D em ocrats, 14-11. 
The Transportation Advisory Commission, 
one of the last of the interim study groups to 
m ake a report, recom m ended an increase in 


the motor fuel tax by 4.75 cents a gallon on 
July I. 1977. and farther halfcent increases 
up to 6.75 cents, a procedure that would 
bring the state gas tax to 14.75 cents in five* 
years. The com m ission also proposed an 
increase 
that 
would 
nearly 
double 
the 
various user fees and taxes assessed against 
m otorists. 
This comm ission concluded 
“ the most 
logical source of added revenues” were 
these two approaches since the combined 
state-federal gasoline taxes have dropped 
from onethird of the pump price of gas to 
about one-fifth and user fees and taxes have 
been substantially unchanged in several 
years 
The state Highway D epartm ent budget for 
m aintenance and som e upgrading in 1976 
was $278 million and dropped to $257 million 
in 1977. Indiana Highway Chairm an R ichard 
Boehning said the actual annual need now 
that 
the 
state 
has 
responsibility 
for 
m aintaining a nearly complete interstate 
highway 
system 
is 
$339 
million 
These 
figures do not include construction and the 
departm ent did not include any m ajor new 
construction projects in its planning. 
In addition, m unicipalities and counties 
share in the state m otor vehicle money and 
they have problem s that locally seem as 
great to them as the sta te ’s m aintenance 
problem s 
The bipartisan Transportation Advisory 
Commission gives $874 million as the annual 
expenditure needed by both state and local 
governm ent to m eet “ interm ediate level 
needs with m ajor em phasis on m aintenance, 
repair and rehabilitation of existing streets, 
roads and bridges.” The report figures that 
existing funding sources will probably not 
produce m ore than $400 million annually.

young adults,” said concern for 
basic values such as independ­ 
ence and autonomy has reached 
within the ranks of high school 
and a “confrontation with faith 
appears to occur much ear 
lier.”

religious doubt at about age 17 
or 18, more recent research 
shows that the reported age of

religious

years since 1948," the report 
said.

Protestants

The study also found differ­ 
ences in the religious orienta­ 
tion of college and noncollege 
youth. 
While college youth attend
